No person shall post, 
paint or distribute any poster, card, 
sign, pamphlet, circular, advertise- 
ment or notice in any publie place in 
this city describing, recommending 
or advertising for sale or in any way 
referring to any medicine or remedy 
for the prevention or cure of any 
venereal disease, or any lewd, vul- 
gar, immodest, immoral or indecent. 
painted, printed, lithographed, en- 
graved, written or pictorial advertis- 
ing matter, including theatrical pos- 
ters and advertisements of every kind 
whatsoever; any person, persons or 
corporation offending against the pro- 
visions of this section shall be sub- 
ject to a penalty of one hundred dol- 
lars, for the first offense, and of two 
hundred and fifty dollars for any 
second or subsequent offense. 


We eliminated from the present 
ordinance the words “ including the- 
atrical posters and advertisements of 
every kind whatsoever.” This will 
prevent any dubious construction 
which might be placed by laymen on 
the present ordinance and leaves it 
effective for the purpose intended. I 
prepared this amendment at the 
Mayor’s direction.
